2. He shall carefully preserve the Journal and papers of the Confer- 
ence, placed in his custody, and shall not permit any person, but a mem- 
icr, to examine the same ; nor shall he allow a member to make a manu- 
script trom either, without the permission of the Conference. 



III.— DUTIES AND PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERS. 



1. It shall be the duty of the members to have the business of their re- 
spective stations properly arranged and brought forward for the action of 
the Conference, when called for by the President. 

‘ 2 - An / member may deliver his opinion, or speak to the question before 
the Conference ; provided he rise in his place and respectfully address the 
President, retraining from all personalities or indecorous language; and 
provided furthermore, that no member shall speak more than once upon 
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the same question, (except to explain,) until every member choosing shall 
have spoken ; nor longer than fifteen minutes, without permission ot the 
Conference; 

3. When a member shall be called to order by the President or anothei 
member, "he shall take his seat ; nevertheless, he shall be allowed an appeal 
to the Conference, who shall be allowed to decide without debate. 

4. Any member may bring forward motions for the action of the Con- 
ference, within the limits prescribed in the discipline, which, when sec- 
onded, and not objected to by the President, shall be entertained. 

5. Any member may call for the division ot a question, when the sense 
will admit of it; and every member present shall vote on all questions, 
unless excused by Conference. 

IV. — PROMISCUOUS RULES. 

1. When a question is before the Conference, no other motion shall be 
received, but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to take the question without 
further debate, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a certain day, to 
commit or amend, which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order they are here arranged. 

2. A motion to adjourn shall be always in order — that, and the motion 
to lav on the table, shall be decided without debate. When a question is 
postponed indefinitely, it shall not be acted upon again during the Confer- 
ence, except upon a motion to reconsider, hereinafter specified. 

When a question has been decided, it shall be in order for any mem- 
ln r. in the majority, to move for the reconsideration thereof, and such 
motion shall take precedence of all others, except a motion to adjourn. 

4. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is objected 
to by a member, it shall be determined by a vote of the Conference. 

5. When a motion is made and seconded, and admitted by the Presi- 
dent, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Conference, but may be 
withdrawn at any time before a decision or amendment.

Resolved^ That the thanks of every member of this Conference 
arc eminently due, and are hereby tendered to Bishop Wightmao, 
lor his suggestive, practical, and stimulating remarks just made bv 
him, on the subject of Pastoral Visitation. 

Resolved , That we will be more faithful and untiring hereafter 
iu our attention to this important branch of our ministerial work.

Resolved , That we have listened with unaffected pleasure to the 
address of our beloved Brother Sutherland, President of the Mary- 
land Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church ; heartily re- 
ciprocate the sentiments he expressed, and unite with him in prayer 
for the peace and prosperity of our common Methodism.

Whereas, The Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, in violation of every principle of right and 
equity, has refused to comply with our demands upon the Funds of

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hands of the “ Joint Board of Finance,” to be applied to the 
claimants on the Funds of the Conference, excepting such subscrip- 
tions as may be demanded by the original contributors.

Resolved , by the Baltimore Annual Conference, in Conference 
assembled, That we cordially reciprocate the fraternal feelings ex- 
pressed in the address of Brother John I). Blackwell — for the last 
two years a member of this Conference ; — and we hereby assure 
him of the hearty wish and prayer of this Conference for his wel- 
fare; that he may be guided, sustained and comforted by the Great 
Shepherd ; favored with success in the new field to which he has 
been assigned, and that we cordially welcome him at any future an- 
nual sessions.

among thousands of our people who now know but little of what 
our Church is, or what it is doing. 



CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your committee is happy to report, that during the past Confer- 
ence year, the matter of Church Extension has received a liberal 
share of that attention which its vast importance demands. And 
that under the blessing of Almighty God, our efforts have been 
eminently successful. 

A large number of churches have been built, and a wide field of 
new territory occupied by our preachers. Much has been done, but 
much more remains yet to do. 

Your committee believe that the interests of this work demand 
immediate and special action. 

The future glory of our beloved Methodism, as also the salvation 
of precious souls around us, depend greatly (so far as human in- 
strumentality is concerned) on our improvement of the present 
golden opportunity of scattering the “ good seed ” over the newly 
fallowed field before us. 

Your committee therefore recommend the following : 

Resolved , ls£, That we organize a permanent Society, to be styled 
“ The Church Extension Society of the Baltimore Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South.” 
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Resolved , 2d, That this Society shall be composed of a President, 
to be appointed by the Bishop, from amongst the preachers station- 
ed in this city ; a Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, with 
five Directors, all of whom shall be laymen, to be elected annually 
by the Conference. And the Society shall appoint a Corresponding 
Secretary in each Presiding Elder’s district, whose duty it shall be 
to furnish all possible information in this department. 

Resolved , 3 d, That it shall be the duty of this Society to super- 
vise all the interests of this special department. Especially, 1st. 

To devise a plan for raising of funds to aid in the erection of 
churches and parsonages, and in the support of its own mission- 
aries. 2d. To procure from the local ranks or otherwise, ministerial 
aid for the occupation of new territory, subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Presiding Elder nearest the work. 3d. To furnish inform- 
ation as to dimension, style, and probable cost of church buildings 
and parsonages. 

Resolved , 4 th, That the Bishop be respectfully requested to ap- 
point two missionaries to act under the direction of this Society in 
filling up our work and extending our boundaries — one half of 
whose salary shall be paid by the Board of Domestic Missions, and 
one half out of the funds of the Society.

TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee have endeavored to give this subject due atten- } 

tion, and are more than ever impressed by the beauty and real ex- 
cellency of Temperance, as well as by the increasingly wasting and 
damning effects of intemperance. The blighting and desolating 
evil is in our vefry midst, and all over this great land. Assuming a 
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form and possessing proportions that are really alarming. This will 
appear from the following carefully compiled statistics. Sixty thou- 
sand lives are annually destroyed by intemperance in the United 
States : 100,000 men and women are yearly sent to prison in con- 

sequence of strong drink ; 200,000 children are sent to the poor- 
house ; 300 murders are committed ; 400 suicides ; 200,000 orphans 
ure bequeathed to private and public charity, while 3200,000,000 
arc spent to produce this shocking amount of crime and misery, and 
at least 32,000,000,000 more lost by the same cause. 

Make the estimate. Calculate the sorrows of widowhood ; the 
tears of orphanage ; the mad insanity, and squalid poverty, and 
then point us to the friend of this great evil, and we will ask how 
can that man be a philanthropist ? He is the enemy of his race ! 

But the Bible takes higher grounds. Intemperance is sin against 
God, and excludes from the kingdom of heaven. So that the 
Christian, and especially the Christian minister, dare not be silent. 

Our first, our great work is to preach Christ — but the use of in- 
toxicating drinks disqualify men to hear. 

We have our altars and our churches — the tender lambs of 
Christ’s flock are instructed in the family and in the Sunday School. 
But the foe is nigh. The children of the Church, in too many in- 
stances, are poisoned and ruined. 

Wc have our seminaries and colleges. The people contribute of 
their means, and the Church assigns many cf her best men to labor 
in this important and interesting field ; but are the halls of science 
exempt from the foul touch of the destroyer ? 

We inquire after the spiritual interest of the colored people — 
and it is right that we should — but intemperance in all its destruc- 
tiveness, confronts us here. 

Wc are to save souls — precious souls, for whom Jesus died' — but 
intemperance drowns the deathless soul in hopeless ruin ! There- 
fore, 

Resolved, lsf, That the religion which wc profess, and the vows 
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which wc have assumed, commit us fully and uncompromisingly, to 
the cause of Temperance. 

2d. That while we will encourage all laudable human plans and 
efforts, yet we recognize in the Gospel of Christ, the sufficient, and 
the only sufficient remedy for this alarming evil, and will so present 
the case in our addresses and sermons, not allowing the amusing 
anecdote to exclude a crucified Saviour. 

3d. That we will labor most assiduously, to instruct and arouse 
the Church upon this great subject, by bringing it prominently be- 
fore the families, congregations, Church meetings, and District Con- 
ferences of our respective charges.

LITERARY INSTITUTIONS. 

The Committee on Literary Institutions respectfully present the 
following report : 

We do not feel ourselves called upon, before this body of Chris- 
tian ministers, to advocate the importance of education ; the neces- 
sity for such advocacy would be a reflection upon their intelligence. 
Nor need we speak of the necessity of having the education of our 
youth conducted under thoroughly Christian influences ; — the estab- 
lishment and fostering of institutions keeping this vital point stead- 
ily in view, prove your recognition of this great principle. It is 
more appropriate to your convictions, and to the circumstances in 
which we are found, to call your attention, and, through you, the 
public attention, to the merits of our Institutions of Learning ; and 
where it may be needed, to turn towards them the Church’s lib- 
erality. 

The Wesleyan Female Institute, Staunton, Va., Ilcv. Wm. A. 
Harris, President, is enjoying a high degree of prosperity. For 
this session the rolls exhibit eighty boarding pupils in the Tnsti- 
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tute, representing nearly all sections of V irginia and various South- 
ern States. With the day-pupils the total number is one hundred 
and eighteen. The Board of Instruction consists of thirteen Pro- 
fessors, Teachers, &c. Important improvements have been added 
to the building for the accommodation of pupils, lleligious in- 
struction, by lecture and otherwise, holds a prominent place in this 
school. Nearly all the pupils are exemplary professors of religion, 
about forty of whom have united with the Church, during the 
present session. The Institute, financially, is self-sustaining. The 
teachers are efficient and faithful. The pupils are studious, healthy 
and happy. No College for our daughters, ranks higher. Its pa- 
tronage is steadily increasing. It is a blessing to the Church, and 
is commended to the confidence, prayers and co-operation of our 
preachers and people. For its distinguished success let us record 
our grateful acknowledgments to God. 

The commissioners appointed by Conference, at its last session, 
in reference to Preston and Olin Institute, at Blacksburg, Ya.,havc 
been completely successful in compassing the end of their appoint- 
ment. The school property has been secured to the Church at a 
cost far below expectation ; and the school is in successful opera- 
tion. The unexampled low rates of board and tuition, and its other 
solid merits, are bringing to this school a very encouraging patron- 
age. It is a great necessity to our Church for all that portion of our 
Conference, and fully deserves its confidence and support. 

Randolph Macon College, now most eligibly situated on one of 
our great thoroughfares, in the village of Ashland, near Richmond,- 
begins a new career under most auspicious circumstances. We 
have no occasion to enlarge upon its general or its peculiar merits. 
It is more important to say now that it is our duty to assist heartily, 
generally and constantly in putting this Institution in a condition 
in which these merits may avail us as a Church, in securing that 
share of the Church’s and the country’s patronage that they arc 
entitled to, and which they will secure, if such shall be the charac- 
ter of our support. Such institutions can only — no matter how 
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meritorious they may be — accomplish their benevolent ends by lib 
crul endowment. The Trustees of Randolph Macon request the 
Baltimore Conference to raise, for this purpose, (820,000) twenty 
thousand dollars; and, to effect this, to appoint an agent to travel 
throughout its bounds. In return therefor, they offer to grant to 
this Conference ten Perpetual Scholarships, or the privilege of 
keeping perpetually in the College, ten students, free of tuition. 
Your committee heartily concur in recommending the granting of 
these requests. Let us, brethren, recognize the high claims -and 
the great merits of this Institution. We know of no Faculty more 
worthy of our endorsement The course of study will not suffer in 
a comparison with that of the most liberal institutions. The gene- 
ral plan of study is that of the University of Virginia. The situ- 
ation is healthful. Board, that may be obtained with the Faculty 
and the refined families of the village, both by its reasonableness 
and other obvious attractions, presents very favorable features. 
Above all, its moral and religious influences strongly commend it to 
us. Now, we wish, by liberal endowment, to make these advan- 
tages available, not merely to the rich, but to the poor young men 
of the land. Already the College is doing a liberal work in this 
direction. It is also educating our young ministers. Its work in 
the future, in this respect, is of incalculable value. Let us appro • 
ciatc the <jrcat opportunity that Grod is giving us ; and with a gen- 
eral, intelligent and Christian enthusiasm, co-operate in pushing 
forward this noble work. The committee respectfully submit the 
following resolutions : 

Resolved , That in compliance with the request of the Trustees 
of Randolph Macon College, we recommend the appointment of an 
agent, whose duty it shall be to pass throughout our bounds, and 
raise, if possible, the amount of 8-0,000. 

Resolved , That in our several charges wc will afford the a^ent 
every facility we can, for the prosecution of his work.

Resolved , That the preachers of this Conference are hereby in- 
structed to offer their assistance, whenever it is asked, in the organ- 
ization of Societies, Circuits, and Districts, among our colored 
brethren, within the limits of our Conference, according to the plan 
submitted by the General Conference ; and to assure them that the 
Church, through whose ministry they were at first brought to God 
and instructed in the way of Life, still offers them its prayers, and 
love, and help.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE S. S. AGENT. 

Baltimore, March 11th, 18(53. 

Brethren : — Your Agent visited as many of our Sunday Schools 
as was practicable, and elected to forego the pleasure of domestic 
association and pecuniary profit, that he might perform the work as 
signed by the authorities of the Church. In Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, and Maryland, on both the Eastern and Western Shore, in 
the District of Columbia, in our cities and villages, on the moun- 
tains and in the valleys, during summer and w inter, your Agent 
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has labored to the best of his ability in the Sabbath School cause — 
and now the year has closed, he expresses his increased love and 
admiration for, and confidence in, the ministers and members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, especially within the bounds of 
the old Baltimore Conference, of which he has been a member 
forty years. 

During the past year I have traveled at least thirty-eight hun- 
dred miles, and pronounced not less than one hundred and fifty dis- 
courses of various kinds ; yet I feel profoundly the conviction, that 
the work has been imperfectly performed, and the glorious enter- 
prise merely inaugurated. An enlightened and enlarged interest in 
the cause of Sabbath Schools is manifested by our people almost 
everywhere. We perceive a decided and happy change in the opin- 
ions of some in regard to the conversion of children. 

Considerable sums of money have been expended for Sabbath 
School Books and requisites, and there is a universal desire to se- 
cure a pure religious literature. 

Our Sunday School officers seem to apprehend the nature of the 
sacred duty of the Teacher, viz : to lead the children to Jesus. 

A number of new schools have been organized during the year, 
/and others have been revived, and are now flourishing. 

We have often been embarrassed in our work because we had no 
benevolent fund upon which to draw for aid to destitute places 
within our bounds. 

We record with pleasure the generosity of our friends in Balti- 
more and elsewhere, towards our own schools and others in the far 
South. Much good has been accomplished. Some have been con- 
verted to God; one instance of an old gentleman of seventy years, 
was convicted and converted by reading a little book sent from 
Winans’ church, Baltimore. 

I have secured but few contributions for the object; recently, 
several valuable volumes from a lady, and have received the most 
gratifying intelligence from recipients. 

The “ Sunday School Visitor ” has been extensively circulated. 
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and the Agent has secured for that paper nearly one thousand sub- 
scribers. 

It gives me pleasure to report upwards of five hundred conver- 
sions in our Sabbath Schools, during the year. For a full statisti- 
cal report I refer you to the Annual Minutes. 

The relation of the Sunday School to the Church, and our duty 
in the premises, cannot be denied. The Sunday School is the chil- 
dren’s court in the sanctuary of God. It is the means of securing 
to the Church the affections and services of her children. Other 
denominations are wide awake and at work with commendable zeal, 
and if we neglect the lambs they will find shelter in other folds. It 
is the means of counteracting the infidel and licentious literature of 
the age. Its systematic mode of instruction is of vast importance 
in the acquisition of a knowledge of doctrine and duty. It is an 
inviting and remunerating field where the talents committed to the 
Church may be employed and improved. 

I recommend to your favorable consideration the appointment of 
a Committee on Sunday School Literature, who shall examine , select 
and advertise the best books for the use of teachers and scholars. 
A Sunday School Depository, and the circulation of our Denomina- 
tional Literature. The patronage of the Conference to the Sun- 
day School paper properly endorsed. The claims of the -Sunday 
School Society of the Baltimore Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South. The holding of mass meetings and conven- 
tions, and the organization of District Auxiliary Societies. (This 
may be done at the District meetings.) The monthly Concert Pray- » 
er Meeting. The immediate establishment of Normal Schools and 
“ Sunday School Institutes,” for the purpose of preparing teachers 
for their responsible work. Missionary Associations for the pur- 
pose of forming new schools. System and order in devotion and in- 
struction in all our schools. The relation of infant children to the 
Christian Church. The Pastor's relation to the Sabbath School, 
and his special duty in regard to catechetical and Bible-class in- 
struction . 
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I feel it a duty to invite your attention to these subjects, and 
trust there will be little difference of opinion as to their importance, 
as also our duty as Pastors of the entire flock of Christ, the Great 
Shepherd of the sheep.

CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



BOARD OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS 



ARTICLE I. 

This Board shall be known as the Board of Domestic Mission? 

of the Baltimore Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. 

ARTICLE II. 

It shall consist of a President, Vice-President, Treasurer. Secre- 
tary, and nine Managers, who shall he chosen biennially by the 
Baltimore Conference. The Managers shall consist of five mem- 
bers of the Conference and four laymen. The Board shall fill any 
vacancy which may occur from death, resignation, or other cause. 

ARTICLE IIL 

The President, and in his absence the Vice-President, shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and property of 
the Board, subject to the order of the Board, and shall annually 
make an accurate report to the Society, of all receipts and disburse- 
ments of the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

-Lhe Secretary shall keep a full record ol the proceedings of the 
Board. He shall also publish in our Church papers, from time to 
time, such facts and incidents relating to the condition and wants 
of our missions, as may tend to excite our people to increased liber- 
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ality in their behalf ; and annually he shall present to the Society 
a report of the Missionary work in our bounds, and make such re- 
commendations to the Conference as he and the Board may deem 
advisable for the greater success of the Mission. 

ARTICLE VI. 



This Board shall have power to determine what missions shall be 
instituted, continued or discontinued, and what appropriations shall 
be made for their support. It shall be its duty to inquire diligently 
into the labors of the Missionaries, and the state of the Missions; 
and in the intervals between the sessions of the Conference, to or- 
ganize new Missions when they think it necessary, and the Mission- 
ary funds justify it, aud request the Bishop to appoint preachers to 
such Missious. 



ARTICLE VII. 

Every minister laboring on oue of our Missions shall send to the 
Secretary of this Board, two full reports of the state of his Mission. 
The first to be transmitted at the eud of six months, dating from 
March 1st, and the second immediately prior to the commencement 
of the Annual Session of the Conference. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

It shall be the duty of the preachers in charge, to use all dili- 
gence to collect funds for the support of Domestic Missions, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Discipline. 

ARTICLE IX. 

One-tenth of all the collections made for Domestic Missions, and 
any surplus that may remain on haud, after meeting the demands of 
the Baltimore Conference, iu furnishing relief to preachers in des- 
titute portions of our territory, shall be transmitted to the Treasurer 
of the parent Board, to be appropriated as the Discipline directs.

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ARTICLE X. 

There shall be an annual public meeting of the Board at the 
time and place of the Session of Conference j at which meeting a 
collection shall be taken in aid of Missions, before which collection 
the annual reports of the officers shall be presented and read, and 
said presentation be regarded as the close of the fiscal year of the 
Board.
